In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); 
In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

In this case Chang discloses a system where a user will highlight and select closed caption words from a display and then a search is 
performed in a database for the corresponding word. Chang merely fails to disclose wherein the searched database is a remote shared 
database across a network. Dey specifically discloses a system wherein closed caption keywords are transmitted across a network to a 
shared database to allow the retrieval of useful relevant information (column 5, lines 44-56, column 6, line 52-column 7, line 22 and 
column 8, lines 39-54). Thus, the combination of Chang and Dey provides a system for searching the Internet for closed caption keywords 
which are selected and highlighted by the user. Furthermore, applicant's argument is not persuasive as one of ordinary skill in the art 
would clearly be motivated to modify Chang to include accessing an external network database (such as the Internet), as taught by Dey, 
which can provide a user with access to a much larger amount of relevant information they may be interested in. 

Finally, in regards to Rumreich, it is noted that Rumreich specifically discloses wherein control codes are identified and removed from 
the closed caption text and converted into displayable text (column 5, lines 18-62) as this ensures that the closed caption text is displayed 
as desired. Thus, the control codes are removed from all of the closed caption text. 
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
